Survey, it was announced today 
by the Bureau of the Census. U. 
S. Department of Commerce. 

The immunization questions 
are being asked at the request 
of the U. S- Public Health Serv¬ 
ice to obtain information for use 
in planning nationwide health 
protection programs. The polio 
protection questions will be ask¬ 
ed of persons under 50 years of 
age while questions on diptheVia. 
whooping cough, and tetanus 
prote^ion will cover children 
14 years of age or younger. 

The polio questions wilj in¬ 
clude the number of polio shots 
or injections (Salk vaccine) re¬ 
ceived. the number of doses of 
vaccine taken by mouth (Sabin 
oral vaccine) and the month of 
the most .recent oral dose. For 
children 14 years and under the 
questions will cover the number 
of shots or injections they have 
had to immunize them against 
diptheria, whooping cough, and' 
tetanus. 

The special immunization ques¬ 
tions are in addition to the regu¬ 
lar inquiries on employment and 
unemployment asked each month

State, U. S. Can And Will Force 
Granite City To Halt Pollution 

"I don't really understand it." a remark heard 
frequently, makes it evident that the pollution- 
drainage program is a complex subject. But the 
basic facts are becoming better known, and it is 
important that all have full knowledge of the pro¬ 
posal before the balloting takes place Oct. 2. 

One of the most fundamental points is that 
stale and federal authorities no longer will let 
Granite City dump untreated sewage in the river. 
They have the power to force local action, as indi¬ 
cated by the order which has halted residential, 
business and industrial growth here for the past I 5 
months. They can order issuance of revenue bonds 
without voter approval (which would lead to the 
most costly method of pollution abatement) and 
can levy a fine of $500 the first day and $200 for 
each succeeding day their orders are violated. 

Since action is a "must," the next question is 
how to do the job in the best way and at least cost. 
The Citizens’ Committee's plan, developed after 
more than three years of tudy, meets both tests— 
most benefits and greatest economy, it would cre¬ 
ate a two-pipe drainage system, the key to two 
significant advantages—a cheaper and more effi- 
' cient treatment plant (saving $1,700,000 in initial 
construction costs and $70,000 a year in operating 
' costs) and the halting of pollution in local yards, 
streets and ditches as well as the river. "Yes" votes

Other Celebrations In Offing 

Officially started during the weekend, the 
Madison County Sesquicentennial celebration will 
reach its zenith for Quad-City residents tomorrow 
as Granite City.

Mitchell and 
Nameoki town^ip are accorded their "day" at the 
pageant and festival grounds on State Route 159. 

Wjth the queen's ball. Madison County His¬ 
torical Society program, religious observance and 
sesquicentennial concert concluded, attention will 
shift to the "Our 150 Years" performances, which 
will begin this evening and continue nightly through 
Saturday. The 90-minute stage spectacular, featur¬ 
ing a cast of hundreds of costumed Madison county 
residents, will depict scenes from the early years of 
county history. Fireworks will be set off each eve¬ 
ning, and a parade and judging of beards Saturday 
will complete the festivities. 

Appropriately, guided tours of the county 
historical museum, located in the courthouse at Ed- 
wardsville, will be conducted daily this week. Pro¬ 
ceeds from the sesquicentennial will be used to 
provide new and larger facilities for the museum. 

The 150-year observance has carried the 
thoughts of many Quad-Cityans back through the 
years, and we will not be surprised if it prompts a 
succession of other commemorative events. 

Madison will have a good excuse to celebrate 
in 1966, which will be the 75th year since it was 
incorporated as a village, or the following year, 
1967, 25th anniversary of Madison city govern¬ 
ment.

Placing Of More Financial Responsibility 
On Children's Parents Is Worth Trying 

The prospect of mothers having to leave 
their young children to work is sad, and yet abject 
poverty also can be cruel to youngsters. Mixed 
emotions are inevitable as the public considers the 
state's effort to reduce costs of the Aid to Depend¬ 
ent Children program, but it appears sound to 
place the basic responsibility for support of chil¬ 
dren on their parents. 

Averaging $40 a child and $132 a family in 
Madison county. ADC aid exceeds $100,000 a 
month in this county alone and represents a huge 
outlay by the state government. ADC is a major 
factor in the state’s present financial dilemma and 
in the discussion of tax increases. 

It is likely that such a vast program does 
much good but also is plagued with some abuses. 
If it leads to a reduction in the abuses, the new 
pro{^am of child care centers and parental, job 
tr.aining will be a step in the right direction. Re¬ 
visions can always be made if unusual hardships 
result.
